FILLY GIVEN MIIMW 


Hon. W. J. Bryan Creates Spectacular 


Scene and Makes Electrifying 


Speech to Convention.

St. Louis, 
Mo., 
July 9.—Chief 


Judge Alton B. Parker, of the Hew 
York state court of appeals, 
was 


nominated at about fifteen minutes 
to 6 o'clock this morning for presi- 
dent of the United States by the 
democratic national convention. But 
one roll call ensued and so decisive 
was the result of that one that con- 
trary states began to call for recog- 
Uitiou and the ballot finally resulted 
in an unanimous vote for the New 
York statesman. 
The 
scenef was 


dramatic in the extreme. 
Darkness 


had witnessed the gathering of tho 
democratic hosts, while broad day- 
light, the sun paling 
the electric 


light, witnessed the close. 


IN SESSION MANY HOURS. 


The convention was in. session from 


8 o'clock last night until nearly 6 
d*clock this morning. 
In that timo 


eight names were presented to tho 
convention. 
Nominating and sec- 


onding speeches innumerable were 
made and as dawn appeared it became 
necessary to limit tho 
seconding 


speeches to four minutes each. 
An 


extension was made in tho' cane of 
William J. Bryan, who in one of the 


[ most dramatic situations ever wit- 


nessed In a political gathering ad- 
dressed tho convention and concluded 
by seconding the nomination of Sen- 
ator 3?rancls M. Cockrell, "the favor- 
ite son" candidate 
from Missouri. 


Mr. Bryan received tho 'third great 
ovation accorded during the conven- 
tion. 


AN IMPASSIONED APPEAL. 
His speech was 
an impassioned 


appeal to the delegates to give tho 
/party a candidate who had voted tho 
democratic ticket in 1898 and 1900. 
He spoke on behalf of the Nebraska 
delegation, which, he said, had no 
candidate to present or favors to ask, 
but wanted a candidate whose nom- 
ination would not prove a triumph 
for one faction over another. 
He 


suggested Hearst, if the convention 
thought best, then former Governor 
Pattison, of Pennsylvania, and fin- 
ally created a surprise In the coiiyen- 


, tion by declaring for Senator Cock- 
f rell.

TRIBUTE TO COCKRELL. 


One of the features of the long- 


drawn 
out session 
had been tho 


beautiful tribute 
paid to Senator 


Cockrell when his name was placed 
In nomination 
by 
Representative 


1 Champ Clark. It was a spontaneous 


outburst and for that reason the more 
complimentary to tho senator. The 
delegates, already weary by reason 
of the • tedious and trying session, 
paused in their labors and in the 
guise of a nomination for the presi- 
dency which the senator knew to 
be beyond his reach, indulged in a 


, demonstration continuing about half 


an hour. Nearly every delegate and 
spectator in tho galleries or on the 
floor had been provided with a flag 
and the scene wa's-far the most im- 
pressive of all the ovations given 
during the session. 


ELECTRIFIED BY BRYAN. 


The thousands of cheering- persons 


Apparently converted Mr. Bryan to 
the belief that Senator 
Cockrell's 


chances of nomination were greater 
than, other favorite-son candidates. 
The Nebraskan gained recognition 
soon after the Cockrell demonstra- 
tion and In a speech directed 
un- 


doubtedly in an effort 
to defeat 


Parker made his electrifying plea 
for tfia nntl-Parker forces to rally. 
He wns" given the closest attention. 
The great convention, which police 
and flergeant-at-arms were power- 
less to control, listened as though 
every word were a, personal message 
to each person as If n hypnotic spoil 
had been cast over the ihrong. But 
when it itas all over the Parker 
forces had not been shaken. 


HOW THE BALLOTING WENT. 
The ballot for president gave Par- 


ker 658 votes out of the 667 needed 
to nominate, and before tho result 
could be announced Idaho, Nevada 
and Washing-ton and other states 
made changes to the Parker column. 
Governor 
Dockery, 
of 
Missouri, 


moved 
to make 
the nomination 


unanimous and it carried 
amidst 


Increasing cheers. The result of the 
ballot was never announced officially 
and it is not likely tlmt it ever will 
be. 


Tho convention took a recess yes- 


terday until 8 o'clock last night for 
the purpose of receiving the report 
of the committee on resolutions. TUi* 
report wns received and adopted by a 
viva voce vote. 
As far as surface 


indications were concerned there was 
no more opposition to the platform 
than there had heeir to that accepted 
unanimously by-the republican na- 
tional convention in Chicago a few 
weeks ago. 
PROCEED WITH NOMINATIONS. 


Nominations 
were .immediately 


proceeded with. Alabama yielded to 
Now York and Judge Parker's name 
was. tho first presented to the con- 
vention. 
After that Hearst, Gray, 


Cockrell, Wall, Williams, Olncy and 
Miles wore named in speeches which 
took nearly tho entire night. In tlvc 
end all tho claims of tho Parker 
forces were proved accurate. Parker 
had within fow votes of enough ts 
nominate and these wore forthcom- 
ing. 
The speeches, which, had been 


cheered so long and 
loudly, 
had 


neither mndo nor lost a vote. The 
Parker forced, under ncrfcct organ- 
ization, remained serene. 


CONVENTION RECESSES. 


After tlie nomination 
had Wii 


made tho convention adjourned to % 
p. m., when a candidate for vice pres- 
ident was to bo chosen. After the 
close of tlio convention many of tho 
figures prominent In the contest were 
surrounded by iriends and heartily 
congratulated. Notable amoii'g .these 
were David B. Hill, of New York, 
who has been in actual 
charge ")f 


Parker's campaign. He laughed an.i 
cried alternately. 


In a section of the hall sat Mrs.

PARKER MEN JUBILANT. 


William F. Sheehan, who has done 


the personal work for Judge Parker, 
and August Belmont were jubilant 
over the result. One of (he most in- 
teresting phases of tho convention 
was the fact that although 
early 


evening was succeeded by darkness, 
darkness by dawn and 
dawn 
by 


broad daylight, at least two-thirds of 
all spectators, 30 per cent of them 
women, remained until the nomina- 
tion was made. 


Mr. Bryan left tho convention Imll 


a few minutes before the nomination 
was made unanimous, but not before 
he knew that Judge Parker was nom- 
inated. 


BRYAN WILL GIVE SUPPORT. 
To the several correspondents who 


were waiting for htm at his hotel, he 
said that he had nothing to add to 
what he had said in tho convention, 
Which was that he would support any 
candidate nominated on the platform 
he had assisted in making. 


"I have not slept for hours," he 


said. "Good night.". 


It may be -added that those of a 


superstitious turn' of mind may he 
encouraged by the fact £liat Judge 
Parker was not nominated on Friday.

given to him at 6:50 a. m., today by 
the correspondent of the Associated 
Press, who found him clambering; out 
of the water after his.morning swim. 


"Well, judge, you've got it,'? cried 


the reporter as the athletic figure of 
the judge appeared over the bow of 
the barge from which he had been 
diving. 


'Is that so," "replied the judge, hid 


ruddy face breaking into a cheery 
smile in which satisfaction was un- 
disguised. 
He asked for details ot 


the final vote and displayed the live- 
liest interest in every fact and figure, 
at the same time refraining from the 
slightest comment. 


When asked If he would say any- 


thing on the matter of his nomina- 
tion, ha said: "No, I shall say noth- 
ing whatever upon tho subject until 
I am formrtlly notified of my nomina- 
tion." 


He climbed up the steep bank to 


his house and cornially received tho 
greetings of the other newspaper men 


who had been 
waiting there, but 


ngain declined to make any comment 
upon the situation. 


Prom 9;4!J p. m. until after G 


o'clock, this morning, during the 
hours the convention was in .session, 
Judge Parker remained in-his'room, 
which he left only to go to the-river 
for his usual swim.

DECLINES TO GO IB THE RICE 


At Conference of Delegation Kerni 


and Menzies Refuse to Have 


Their Names Considered. 


St.» Louis, July 11.—'Foi'mer United 


States-Senator Henry G. Davis, of 
West Virginia, was nominated for 
the vice presidency by the democratic 
national convention in tho first hour 
of Sunday morning. This final work 
of the convention, coming as it did 
after tho long hours of excitement, 
sensations and indescribable turmoil 
Saturday night that followed an- 
nouncement by telegram from Judge 
Parker that he stood for tho gold 
standard, was done In a hurry once 
the delegates got at it. 


At 1:15 Sunday morning the con-' 


vGivUon adjourned. 


Formor Senator Davis had the sup- 


port of both tho Parker and Bryan 
delegates, and the opposition to him 
was comparatively trifling. 
Bcforo 


the result of the 
ballot was 
an- 


nounced Ohio moved that the nomi- 
nation be made by acclamation, and 
this was so done without dissent. 
ILLINOIS VOTE TO WILLIAMS. 


.' The other candidates were ex-Sen- 
'ntor Turner, of 
Washington; Con- 


gressman J. R. Williams, of Illinois, 
and ox-Senator W. A. Davis, of Kan- 
sas. They received but slight sup- 
port. Illinois voted for Congressman 
Williams, as did Indiana, North and 
South Carolina, and Rhode Island.

muster.

POPULAR WITH BOTH FACTIONS. 


On' the other hand, the gold votes 


were in no way afraid of him.

is probably the wealthiest man In 
West Virginia.

owner of coal lands in his own state 
and oil lands in Pennsylvania. 
He 


is a director in three railroads. 
So 


it happens, with his previous finan- 
cial standing on the one hand and 
his regularity in 1896 on the other, 
he was able to please both factions. 


PROCEED'TO NOMINATION. 
As soon ns the vote was announced 


on the money plank the motion WAS 
made to go ahead and nominate a 
candidate 'for vice- president. It wa:i 
tncn 12:50 o'clock. 


"We ought to start where we left 


off," shouted an

CHEERS FOR NOMINEE. 


After the motion for

shout, the delegates all over the hall 
arose and the bustle of departure was 
on.

INDIANA HOLDS ALOOF. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 9.—The vico 


presidency nnd the chairmanship of 
tho national committee, tho two sub? 
jeots then remaining to bo dealt with, 
were receiving the attention of tho 
national and state leaders witliiu. an 
hour after tlio nomination! of Parker. 
Tho Indiana delegation wont straight 
from the Coliseum to its headquar- 
ters in the Southern hotel and held 
a caucus at 7:30 o'clock, at which It 
was decided that tho state shall not 
present a candidate for second place. 
Tho delegates woro not 
all of the 


same mind om tho subject, but aff>r 
John W. Kern and 0-. V, M<mzles, tha 
two men from the state mentioned 
in connection with the nomination, 
said t:o tlio delegation that they wero 
not candidates and 
were 
anxiouu 


that their names shpuld not bo pre- 
sented, the decision not to enter tha 
list of states asking for tho nomina- 
tion was unanimous. 


"We- wish it announced that Indi- 


ana will not have a candidate," said 
John E. Lamb, tho chairman of the 
delegation, after

This action was final. Indiana is 


not to be considered in. connection 
with the vice presidency.

•the hall at the hour fixed for opening 
(the session stated they had not been 
informed of a second meeting to 
elect a permanent chairman. It was 
argued that no authority exists for 
holding a session today unless all 
anembers of tho committee are noti- 
fied. It was agreed that, if Repre- 
sentative Cliamp Clark's name is pre- 
sented, however, informally, no ob- 
jection would be raised.

Chairman Williams sharply repri- 


manded the 
persistence of the da- 


niand, saying the report would be 
read if the delegates would allow it 
by keeping quiet.

ter. 
Wo arc about 
to determine 


whether the Philippine delegates 
shall be entitled to votes in our na- 
tional convention, when at the same 
time we declare that the Philippines 
should not be a part of the United 
States. 
I therefore urge you to ba 


quiot that the motion may have full 
consideration." 


Senator Jerry South, of Arkansas, 


moved to amend the report as so:m 
as it was read, so ns to make It In- 
clude the Philippines. 


DISCUSS THE PHILIPPINES. 
L. Irving Handy made the point 


of order that the Philippines were nj 
part of the United States and ther)- 
fore tho amendment was not ger- 
mp.np. Mr. Soutn defended the rights 
of the Philippine delegates, but final- 
ly withdrew his amendment. 


Arguing lor the adoption of the re- 


port, Mr. Grady said the national 
ccinmiUen hnd 
decided to include 


Porto Rico in the call of the conven- 
tion. The committee had to considei 
tho question as to whether these dele- 
gates had the right to vote. Tho su- 
preme court of tho United States h^id 
decided that Porto .tvico was a part of 
the territory of the United State*. 
The same court had decided that tho 
Philippines wore not a part of the 
United States. 
The committee had , 


followed this court and had 
given. 


Porto Rico votes and withheld, votes 
.from the Philippines. 


AGAINST PARTY DOCTRINE. 


* Senator South took the platform. 
He declared that it had never been a 
part of democratic doctrine to con- 
sider the insular possessions as part 
of the United States and he was op- 
posed to such action. He deprecated 
the idea of holding the question in 
abeyance until the report of the cre- 
dentials committee was received, and 
asked the convention to vote down, 
that part of the committee's report. 


There were loud calls of "question," 


but the chairman again recbgniaed 
L. Irving Handy, of Delaware, who 
spoke in favor of the report and 
urged its adoption. 
He expressed 


the hope that the day would come 
when the Philippines could select 
their own president and hold their 
own national convention and this 
called forth cheers. 


REPORT IS ADOPTED. 


On a viva VOCB vote the "ayes" were 


in strong majority. 


Senator South, asked for a roll call, 


but this was also voted down by a 
viva voce vote. 


The roll call is declined," said the 


chairman, 


"The chairman recognizes tho gen- 


tleman, from, Porto Rico to express 
his thanks to the convention," called 
the chairman ns A. W. Molina, of 
that delegation, 
rose in his seat. 


There were numerous interruptions 
and colls for recognition, but the 
chairman silenced them and Mr. Mo- 
lina took the platform. 


CONVENTION TAKES RECESS. 
The secretary announced that the 


permanent organization committee 
was not ready to make a report and 
desired a conference of Hie commit- 
tee at once. 


Because of the wretched accoustics 


of the hall Chairman Williams 
re- 


quested 
tho chairmen of the New 


York and Illinois delegations to re- 
peat all announcements. 


The committee at ones announced 


that it would not be prepared to re- 
port nntil 2 o'clock. The chair then 
recognized William F. Sheehan, 
of 


Now York, who moved that a recess 
bo taken until 2 o'clock. 


The convention was instantly in an 


uproar of confusion as the delegates 
and visitors rose to leave. The mo- 
tion to take a recess was agreed to by 
a viva voco vote, 


GREAT CROWD ATTRACTED. 
With the promise of a contest of 


jiaiit orators over the adoption of 
the report of tho committee on cre- 
dentials the convention hall filled 
early for the afternoon session. 


Long before the delegates began to 


arrive tha galleries filled. The band 
gave a concert which was applauded 
and 
every number 
was encored. 


Women again predominated among 
,he spectators, 
Tho convention of- 


icials have managed to organize for 
more effective work and are main- 
taining excellent order. 
Crowding 


of the platform and visiting between 
.ho state delegations has been, pro- 
hibited. 


Delegates came In slowly and took 


.heir places 
without 
causing dc- 


nonatrattons of any character. Tho 
band held the undivided attention of 
;he gathering. Tho attendance was 
.arger than at any of the previous 
sessions. 


HOPES TO FINISH TONIGHT. 
As he was going 
into the hall 


hamp Clark said to the Associated 
Press:

Missouri and Montana took'the cue 
aiid catching up. their state signs 
hastened with them to the Nebraska 
delegation, whore they waved them 
in a circle around the Nebraska sign, 
Daniel J. Campau, of Michigan, a 
gold democrat, did his best to lead 
the enthusiasm by rushing up the 
steps leading to the chairman's plat- 
form and waving.his hat wildly. 


PARKER MEN COMPETE.

Hon.. .W. .J. Bryan, at 
Nebraska, presented a long minority 
report protesting against the seating 
of the Hopkins delegates from Illi- 
nois and this, precipitated a strenu- 
ous debate 'bfVlo'hg duration. -.Mr. 
Bryan liimseit' took the platform 
speak in support of the minority re- 
port.

sion and disorder, biit Mr. Bryan- 
listened to with attention while he 
presented his argument against tho 
seating of the Hopkins delegates.

PLATFORM IS A COMPROMISE 


SHORT MORNING SESSION OF 


BIG CONVENTION IS HELD 


All Night Session of ResolutionsOom- 


mittee Results in Decision to Ig- 


nore Currency Question. 


COLONEL BUN 


Bryan and Hill in' Fierce Oontention- 


Nebraskan Overthrew Gold Plank 


Adopted in His Absence. 


St.]| Louis, July 8.—Tho committee 


on resolutions spent the entire night 
on the platform, and at 8:30 consid- 
ered the lost .resolution of the draft 
submitted by -the 
sulb-committee. 


But this did not mean that the plat- 
form wae finished and ready for the 
convention. The struggle continued 
and at 10 o'clock it was clear that 
an agreement on the document as a 
whole could not be reached Immedi- 
ately. 


During the watches, the long night 


in the committee room, there were 
many dramatic scenes, not the least 
stalking of which was the verbal 
encounter between Senator Hill and 
Mr. Bryan. 
It occurred while 'Mr. 


Bryan was engaged in making one 
of his many attacks upon tho gold 
standard plank as framed by the sub- 
committee. 


NEAR HILL'S NOSE. 


Ho was wrought up to high ten- 


sion, when, approaching the New 
Yor^ leader and shaking his finger 
dangerously near the nose of that 
gentleman, he exclaimed: 


"You ought to have a gold plat- 


form to go with tho gold candidate 
you are forcing upon tho country." 


Mr. Hill replied that ho knew noth- 


ing as to Mr. Parker's monetary 
views. 


"Do you moan to say," demanded 


the Nobraskan, "that you don't know 
Judfge Parker's financial viewsP" 


"I- mean just that," responded Mr. 


Hill. . 


"You have no knowledge on that 


subject?" 


"JfO." 
"Have never asked hiraP" 
"I have not. I have never sought 


to secure an expression of his views 
and he has never sought to convey 
them to me. I only know that ho Is 
a democrat and a high-minded and 
patriotic man and I believe that ho 
can be trusted implicitly on this as 
upon other matters of public policy." 


Mr. Bryan tnen demanded to know 


when tho gold plank had been decided 
upon and why it had not been incor- 
porated in the New York platform. 


Mr. Hill replied that the matter 


had first been discussed at tho meet- 
ing of the delegation about ton dayt 
ago and. that the declaration was tho 
result of insistence by other members 
of the delegation than himself. 


IS A COMPROMISE. 


The platform Is a compromise, ac- 


ceptable to all of the interests In- 
volved and was adopted unanimously 
by the committee. It may be said in 
general to have been a concession to 
the Bryan wing of the party without 
in any way stultifying the declara- 
tions of the conservatives. 
The ab- 


tense of any pronouncement upon,tho 
financial question is most significant 
and discloses the utter Impossibility 
of finding any declaration on this 
subject acceptable to all. 


BRYAN OVERTHREW WORK- 


St. Louis, Mo., July 8.—At 4:40 


this morning the committee on reso- 


.,-lutlonB voted 
the 
gold standard 


plank out of the democratic platform 
-by .a vote of 35 to 15. This was tha 
third victory for William J. Bryau 
during the all-night session of ' 
committee. He had made two suc- 
cessful efforts early in the evening 
and secured modifications of the 
tariff plank on two separate votes. 


An effort was made to secure a re- 


cess after the vote on the gold plank, 
but it was voted down and the com- 
mittee continued with its work 
other-features of the platform. 


CONTEST INTERESTING. 


The-contest was one of thejmosl 


interesting features of the conven- 
tions The main flght was upon 
proposed Income tax plank providing 
for An amendment to the constitu- 
tion to meet the adverse decision ol 


S? th& supreme court upon the Wilson 


law. 
It was upon-this amendment 


and the gold plank, the two proposi- 
tions being: "brought1 la conjunction, 
that 'Mr. Bryan made his 
strong: 


flght. 
Mr.' Williams, of Mississippi; 


first offered tho Income tax amend- 
ment and it was immediately antag- 
onized by former Senator, Hill, who 
stated that with sucn a plunk in the 
.platform New York could not be car- 
ried by the democratic nominees. Ho 
urged tho adoption of a 
platfon 


which would enable the democrats to 
wim in doubtful states and elect their 
candidates. Mr. Williams withdrew 
the amendment, saying that he wish 
many other democrats were seoilng 
larmony and an adjustment of all

BRYAN WANTS INCOME TAX. 
Mr. Bryan then offered an.income 


tax amend meat and made a speech 
in favor of it. Ho asserted thit 
while votes might be lost among the 
very rich, the democratic party ought 
to .consider tho great mass of tho 
icople who bear the iburden of taxa- 
:lon and the expenses of 
govern- 


ment. Senator Daniel replied to Mr. 
Bryan and was very vigorous in his 
denunciation of the course the Nc- 
jraska mam was pursuing. He said 
;hat he wanted to win and desired a 
platform which would bring Imck to 
tho democratic party the voters who 
iad left it when pursuing a courso 
which Mr. Bryan had eha-ped and ad- 
vocated. He was tired of being for-

AGREED WITH HILL. 


Senator Bailey and

insist upon tho income tax plank. 


Senator Balloy then asked unani- 


mous consent to have b'oth tha in- 
come tax amendment and the gold 
standard plank dropped, but to this 
Mr. Hill objected. 


Mr. Hill said ho was in. this cam- 


paign because of his loyalty and en- 
thusiasm for the democratic party. 
Ho hoped the party would cease its 
discussion and agree upon a plat- 
form in harmony with, tho views of 
the party generally. 
He was op-

Shortly before 4 ojclock Senator 


Daniel created a sensation by

attack upon Mr. Bryan, whicli soon 
evoked cries for order from several 
members. 


Senator Daniel, who some time be- 


fore called Senator Tlllman to tlie 
chair, began by saying he questioned 
the propriety of a man wnom the 
democrats had twice honored with 
the presidential nomination and un- 
der whose leadership the party had 
twice been defeated, attempting to 
force his leadership upon the party 
again. 
Growing more Impassioned, 


Senator Daniel snid, regarding Mr.

PREDICTS CALAMITY. 


Continuing, the senator snld: 
"I am convinced that tbe country 


Is on tho verge 
of a great catas- 


trophe 
nnd 
calamity." 
Ho said 


further that it was urgent that the 
democratic party recover tho reins 
of government. 
"This is not the 


time," he said, "for selfish interest, 
for small conceptions of consistency, 
for personal likes or regards. It Is 
not pleasant for me to give up my 
own opinion. 
But there are ques- 


tions of expediency to be considered." 


Senator Daniel favored the gold 


plank. 


Mr. Brynn got 'the floor soon after 


the adoption of the motion striking 
out the gold plank and informally 
presented for the individual consid- 
eration of the members of tlie com- 
mitee a financial plank which it is 
his intention later to present as a 
substitute for tlie gold plank. 


CRITICISE PANAMA PLANK. 
The Panama canal plank brought 


out a severe criticism, from Senator 
Pettigrew. He said that the'cnnol 
would not ho built In ton yenrs, and 
when completed it would be value- 
less, for sailing vessels would never 
go through It and .steam 
vessels 


could not utilize it because of the 
great consumption of coal. The plank 
was modified so as to promise to do 
what could be done when the demo- 
crats get control of the government.

BRYAN'S TRUST PLANK.

ion declared that,ho was tired of liv- 
ing and expressed a determination- to 
end his life. 


The son-in-law says that when Mr. 


Bates left the G-undor home Wednes- 
day morning he v/as very melancholy 
and 'remarked to members of 
the 


family that ho would never return, 
but as he had made similar assor- 
tlons on previous occasions, members 
of Mr. Gunder's family attached lit- 
tle importance to it, and merely at- 
tempted to choer the agod man up 
by morn hopeful conversation. 
Ho 


proceeded to the old homestead where 
tho poison was undoubtedly taken 
sometime during tho n>lght.

not yet known -where he procured tho 
drug, 
XIaohn. & Mclching, the fu-

Mr. Bates was a native 
of New

him.
